We know that you're anxious to begin your adventures, but before you do. please make sure that you have the following minimum 
system requirements before attempting to install any of the Masterpiece Collection's games:

These files are in PDF (Portable Document File) format, 
and are read by a program called Adobe Acrobat™. Adobe Acrobat™ can be installed when “Install Reference Manuals” is select¬ 
ed from the install menu on the first CD-ROM disk.
